I.en Nesbitt of Wheat Pool Finds 

Unusual -Situation in Rural 
Lag in Bond Drive. Farms 
Must Have Export Outlet 
or I’ricts Collapse 

Leona.d Nesbitt, publicity sup¬ 
erintendent of Alberta Wheat Pool 
spoke to farmers and salesmen at 
Olds on the necessity of supporting 
the Victory bond drivd’. His argu¬ 
ments are applicable to all rural 
areas. 

- He observed that rural districts 
were lagging in bond purchase; and 
gave reasons why the currenf^tm- 
paign is of greatest importance' to 
farmers. Farms have increased 
production during war years round 
40% and must have overseas’ out¬ 
let'for the sirrplus. 

“The war ravaged nations of 
Europe and Asia are impoverished, 
. hungry and cold. They have no 
money or credit with which to pur¬ 
chase food. The money must be 
paid out by the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to‘Canadian farmers and then 
• exported under Jong-term credit 
arrangements or made an outright 
gift through the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis¬ 
tration. • 

' “Without such a set-up being in 
existence, there would be an im¬ 
mediate collapse of farm prices 
throughout the whole..Dominion of 
Canada, and a new depression 
would be in the makine. Thn=n far¬ 
mers who went through the de¬ 
pression which followed World 
War I know full well the misery 
and despair which develops from 
a general deflation of farm prices. 

“Under the present federal plan 
it is proposed to provide $900,000- 
000 in cash for an export credit ar¬ 
rangement. This scheme will per¬ 
mit the exports of surplus farm 
products, thus preventing domes¬ 
tic gluts and h general lowering of 
the farm price level. Alberta’s 
share of that volume of money is 
estimated- at anywhere between 
$100,000,000 and $150,000,000. 

“Alberta people consume only 
about 8% of the wheat in the 
province, 15% of the hogs, and 
^ 30% of the cattle. The balance 
must find outside maikots*-Quite 
aside from the urge of patriotism, 
self interest would suggest that 
Albertans support this loan to the 
limit. Their Hving depends upon its 
success. 

“It is now quite evident that the 
war peak of farm prices is -past. 
The experienced farmer realizes 
that war years are exceptional 
years, in which preparation must 
be made for less prosperous years. 
We do not want return to the’ con¬ 
ditions of 1933. This can be avoid¬ 
ed through supporting the Victory 
Loan. Every dollar that Alberta 
farmers invest will be returnW 
with more added. 

. “During war years of Alberta 
farmers nhve followed a sensible 
policy for/the mast part. Between 
1938 and 1944 mortgage debts have 
■ been decreased round 50%. Current 
liabilities have been remarkably 
cleaned up, and most farmers have 
a rcserveCin Victory bonds. 

“There! has been comparatively 
little inflation and a minimum of 
\fpecuhrfion. If this economic wis-

DETAILS OF DEATH OF 

W/O C HARLES N. D. WRIGHT 
Buried in Germany 


The Allied Investigating Unit 
enquiring about the missing men 
reported last week on W/O Charles 
N. D. Wright, R.C.A.F. navigator 
and son of Rev. and Mrs. John L. 
Wright, of the Vulcan United 
Church. 

“Chuck” has been missing since 
going on an operational liight 
against Leipzig, Germany, on Oc¬ 
tober 20th, 1943. He was attached 
to the R.A.F. It was his twenty- 
first “opp” over Germany. No 
other news had come since that 
time until last week. 

It has now been established that 
his Lancaster- bomber crashed in 
the country betw’een Orrel and 
Langwedel. All seven bodies of 
the crew were buried in the village 
cemetery at Langwedell between 
Bremen and Hanover. He was 21 
years of age and was studying for 
the Christian Ministry. 

The plane crashed owing to 
severe icing conditions. It was re¬ 
ported at the time that seventeen 
l,ancasters and one other plane 
crashed that night on the same raid. 


- More Machinery 

Farm equipment manufacturers 
are now free to produce. aU the 
equipment they can process from 
the available supply of materials, 
and importers may bring into 
Canada any stocks of farm ma^ 
chinery they can obtain from U.S.\ 
suppliers. Withrationing of equip¬ 
ment to farmers discontinued, the 
only board control remaining are 
the price ceilings on such machin¬ 
ery and the credit regulations 
which apply to the conditions of 
sale. 

Wartime restrictions on the 
Canadian production and importa¬ 
tion of farm machinery have 
been removed but shortages of 
components such as malleable cast¬ 
ings, and sheet metal will limit the 
outnut during the year July 1, 1945 
to June 30, 1946 to a 24 per cent 
tegtnage increase over the output 
in the preceding IS months.

At Ottawa-there are four gov¬ 
ernment departments competing 
for shnres of the short lumber *up- 
plies. There is the-Veterans’ Hous¬ 
ing Program under Hon. Ian Mac¬ 
kenzie; Wartime- Housing, under 
Mi'; Howe; the National Housing 
Administration in*MF. Ilsley’s own. 
department, and the Department of 
Internal Affairs, represented by 
the minister 'of trade .and com¬ 
merce, dealing with overseas? com¬ 
mitments and sales te the United 
States. 

Each has big plans and commit-, 
merits, each has wide powers whjcb 
often clash. The result is there is 
no centralized leadership and no-, 
body ever finishes anything. 

In Vancouver, the timber con¬ 
troller still wields wartime controls 
His object.is to force the industry 
to sell 35 percent of its output in 
Canada at prices $10, $15 and ev- 
(n $20 per thousand feet below pri¬ 
ces available in the United States 
and United Kingdom. During the 
last few years patriotism compell¬ 
ed the-manufacturer to obey orders 
implicitly, but today that -compul¬ 
sion fails of 100 percent obedience 
when a producer can. double Ids 
profit in markets other than the 
domestic. Once incidents of evas¬ 
ion cfeep in, the situation becomes 
hopelessly cockeyed—and this is 
tho condition today. 

The Brifish Columbia shippers, 
netting “orders” from the control¬ 
ler, do the.lea.st possible. The 1"’"- 
n ice order is left on the files while 
tho manufacturer or dealer does 
his best for a friendly contactor. 
.Instead of making a realistic sur¬ 
vey of the situation, the govern¬ 
ment departments are trying to fill 
n five-quart bottle with one quart 
of milk. 

The solution is to inipose export 
and domestic quotas, with a com¬ 
petent official to control exports, 
but to allow the experienced men 
in the industry ta op°-ate on an 
open domestic maikit. The govern¬ 
ment should get out of the domes¬ 
tic business of buying, selling, al¬ 
locating and distributing. Incen-. 
tive has been destroyed, and that 
is a barrier to jreal production. In 
the industry itself, the mill opera¬ 
tors are better able to select and 
manufacture the items best suited 
to their supplies and mechanical 
equipment. No controller can pos¬ 
sibly be an efficient judge of these 
factors, which require the best ex- 
prihneo in the business. _ 

Another illustration—up to a 
year ago, the industry itself pro¬ 
duced fir^ doors to supply normal 
trade demands. Then t'e govern¬ 
ment stepped in to say which mills 
should make doors and where they 
shotfld’sell them. The result has 
been a comp'ete^breakdown in nor¬ 
mal door distribution and the of¬ 


ficial plan even failed to meet the 
nee Is of ~tho government’-* own 
construction jobs. The situation de¬ 
veloped an extensive black market, 
which in turn led to a breakdown 
of sound grading and penalized the 
lion st mill, which-was trying to 
•match grade for grade and price 
ferprice. 

what the trade wants .is: once 
'more to have the privileged work- 
ng out sound and fair practices, as 
all. sensible business— mm- realize 
they must sell goods that will hold 
the customers’ goodwill. Govern¬ 
ment policies' have .led to far too 
much “back door” sriling.
